the argument. International law rests on a series 
of precedents, and the Florida case is‘an important 
one ; but, for the common interest of all nations, 
we protest against that case being treated as a 
conclusive authority on the mere ground that the 
United States were one of the parties. 

Before we quit this panier we must advert to the 
“ grave accusation” which.the Chronicle considers 
us to have made against Lord, Palmerston, for 
having allowed the American complaint to remain 
three years unanswered. We think that the 
Chronicle gives to our words a stronger meaning 
than they fairly bear; but we frankly admit that 
our expressions were too strong and too little 
qualified. We certainly think now, as things have 
turned out, that it would have been better if an 
answer had been given to the American Govern- 
ment.

To say the truth, the country bas so long and so 
deeply suffered under the effects of Lord Pal- 
merston's policy on the Boundary question, that, 
on all American subjects, we are apt to associate 
with his name procrastination at one time and 
undue vigour at another. We admire Lord Pal- 
merston’s talents, activity, and decision, but we 
earnestly wish that his attention was more com- 
prehensive.

‘and we will spare Mehemet.’ What promise or 
concession France may make remains, and will 
remain a secret; but it is fortunate that the con- 
ditions of the accord between France and Euro 
rest in the hands of the most pacific of the Powers, 
Two debates of some importance are about to 
take place ; one in the Peers, the other in the De- 
puties. The Peers have to discuss the fortifications 
of Paris, and their commission 
forts, but moves to suppress the bastioned wall, 
enclosing the city itself. This, however, is but an 
amendment to hang a debate on, for it is not sup- 
posed that the Peers will make any serious altera 
tion in the measure. : 
In the Deputies, the question of rendering office 
of any kind incompatible with the functions ‘of a 
member of the Chamber, is to be discussed next 
week. M. Thiers declared himself in favour of re- 
moving all lesser functionaries from the Chamber, 
but allowing the superior funetionaries, such as mi- 
nisters, ambassadors, and generals, still to sit.
